George  T.  Anthony,  Governor,  was  born  in  Mayfield,  Montgomery  ! 
county,  New  York,  June  9th,  1824,  of  Orthodox  Quaker  parents.  Re¬ 
ceived  a  limited  common-school  education,  working  on  the  farm  in 
summers,  and  attending  school  winters,  from  the  age  of  twelve  to  eigh- 
I  teen  years.  Apprenticed  to  tin  and  coppersmith  trade  at  Union  Springs, 

|  Cayuga  county,  New  York,  at  the  age  of  nineteen  years;  followed  that  1 
trade  as  a  workman  five  years;  served  two  years  as  clerk  in  a  hardware  | 

I  store  at  Ballston  Spa,  New  York;  engaged  in  the  business  of  hardware,  j 
1  tin  and  stoves,  at  Medina,  New  York,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  stoves 
j  and  agricultural  implements  for  nine  years,  and  subsequently  in  the 
commission  business  in  New  York  city.  Was  three  years  a  Loan 
j  Commissioner  for  Orleans  county,  New  York;  selected  as  one  of  a  com-  j 
!  mittee  of  seven,  by  request  of  Gov.  Morgan,  of  New  York,  to  raise  and 
!  organize  troops  under  the  call  of  July  2d,  1862,  in  the  Twenty-eighth 
i  district  of  that  State,  embracing  the  counties  of  Orleans,  Niagara  and 
Genesee;  authorized,  August  18th,  1862,  to  recruit  an  independent  bat-  i 
I  tery  of  light  artillery  of  six  guns,  subsequently  known  as  the  Seven- 
I  teenth  New  York  Independent  Battery ;  filled  its  ranks  to  the  maximum 
|  number  in  four  days,  at  a  cost  to  the  Government  of  $108.  Mustered  1 
j  into  the  service  as  captain,  with  the  battery,  August  26th,  1862,  and  pro-  | , 
ceeded  at  once  to  Washington;  served  with  battery  till  close  of  the  war,  j 
:  between  Washington  and  Richmond,  and  in  front  of  Petersburg  and 
|  Richmond,  with  the  Eighteenth  Army  Corps,  during  last  year  of  the 
war;  breveted  Major  for  services  on  last  campaign  to  Appomattox  Court 
House;  mustered  out  of  service  at  Richmond,  Va.,  June  12th,  1865.  , 

I  Removed  from  Rochester,  New  York,  to  Kansas,  November,  1865;  was 
|  editor  of  the  Leavenworth  Daily  Bulletin  and  of  the  Leavenworth 
Daily  Conservative  two  years  and  a  half;  editor  and  publisher  of  the 
Kansas  Farmer  for  nearly  six  years;  appointed  United  States  Internal 
Revenue  Assistant  Assessor,  December,  1867,  and  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue,  July  11th,  1868.  President  of  the  Kansas  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  three  years,  and  of  the  Board  of  Centennial  Managers  for 
the  State  of  Kansas  for  two  years  —  holding  the  three  last-named  posi¬ 
tions  at  the  time  of  his  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  November 
7th,  1876. 
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Melville  Judson  Salter,  Lieutenant-Governor,  was  born  in  Wyo¬ 
ming  county,  New  York,  June  20,  1834.  Removed  to  Michigan  in  1835; 
removed  to  California  in  1852,  and  remained  till  1857;  was  educated 
in  the  mountains  of  California;  returned  to  Michigan  and  engaged  in 
farming;  came  to  Thayer,  Neosho  county,  Kansas,  in  the  spring  of 
1871,  where  he  has  resided  since,  following  the  occupation  of  a  farmer; 
was  elected  trustee  of  his  township  in  1872,  and  held  said  office  till 
the  last  general  election  ;  was  elected  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1874,  as  a  Republican,  and  was  reelected  in  1876. 

Thomas  H.  Cavanaugh,  Secretary  of  State,  was  born  at  Vincennes 
Knox  county,  Indiana,  March  8,  1843.  Served  an  apprenticeship  to  the 
printing  business  in  St.  Louis;  in  1860  and  1861  was  a  clerk  in  the 
Auditor’s  office,  State  of  Illinois;  enlisted  in  the  Eleventh  Illinois, 
transferred  to  the  Sixth  Illinois  cavalry,  serving  in  Tennessee,  Louisi¬ 
ana,  Mississippi, Missouri  and  Texas;  settled  iu  Carrollton,  Illinois, and 
engaged  in  the  insurance  business,  and  general  merchandising;  re¬ 
moved  to  Kansas  in  1869,  settling  in  Saline  county;  spent  the  years 
1870  and  1871  in  Texas ;  was  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Represent¬ 
atives  in  Texas;  returned  to  Kansas  in  August,  1871,  and  engaged  in 
farming;  in  1872  was  Transcribing  Clerk  of  the  House;  in  the  fall  of 
1872  was  nominated  for  Clerk  of  the  District  Court  in  Saline  county,  and 
was  defeated;  in  1873  was  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Senate ;  in  1874  was 
elected  Secretary  of  the  Senate;  in  1874  was  elected  Secretary  of  State, 
and  reelected  in  1876. 

P.  I.  Bonebrake,  Auditor  of  State,  was  born  in  Preble  county,  Ohio, 
September  25,  1836.  In  1852  removed  to  Knoxville,  Iowa;  settled  in 
Shawnee  county,  Kansas,  in  June,  1859 ;  engaged  in  mercantile  business ; 
in  November,  1865,  was  elected  County  Clerk  of  Shawnee  county ; 
reelected  in  1867,  1869,  1871,  and  1873;  was  President  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  city  of  Topeka  for  five  years ;  elected  as  Representative 
to  the  Legislature  in  1875;  appointed  Auditor  of  State  October  1,  1876; 
was  elected  Auditor  of  State  November.  1876. 

John  Francis,  Treasurer  of  State,  was  horn  in  Norfolk,  England, 
April  24,  1837.  Came  to  America  in  August,  1858,  settling  in  Allen 
county,  Kansas;  has  followed  farming  and  general  merchandising;  en¬ 
listed  July,  1861,  in  Co.  D,  Fifth  Kansas  Cavalry ;  served  in  Missouri  and 
Arkansas;  mustered  out  at  Keokuk,  la.,  in  November,  1862,  on  account 
of  sickness;  in  1863  was  elected  County  Clerk  of  Allen  county;  reelected 
in  1865;  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1867;  elected  County  Treasurer  in  1867; 
reelected  in  1869;  appointed  State  Treasurer  May  1,  1874,  serving  until 
January  1, 1875;  reappointed  December  20, 1875  ;  was  elected,  November, 
1876,  State  Treasurer  on  the  Republican  ticket. 

Allen  B.  Lemmon,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  was  born 
in  Harrison  county,  Ohio,  August  21,  1847.  Graduated  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Iowa;  followed  the  occupation  of  a  teacher;  came  to  Kansas  in 
March,  1871,  locating  at  Winfield,  Cowley  county;  has  been  superin¬ 
tendent  of  city  schools  in  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas,  and  Independence, 
Kansas  ;  read  law  and  admitted  to  practice  in  1876 ;  elected  State  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 
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Willard  Davis,  Attorney  General,  was  born  and  raised  in  Madison 
county,  Kentucky.  His  father,  Jas.  Davis,  died  when  he  was  quite  young, 
and  he  was  mainly  thrown  upon  his  own  resources.  Beginning  at  the  age 
of  sixteen  years,  he  taught  school  three  years,  and  then  entered  upon  a 
course  of  study  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  after  completing  which  he 
1  returned  to  Kentucky,  studied  law.  and  graduated  at  the  Lexington 
1  Law  School.  He  was  admitted  to  practice  in  the  courts  of  Kentucky 
and  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  He  had  been  elected 
j  County  Attorney  of  his  native  county,  and  was  discharging  the  duties 
|  of  that  office,  when  the  national  flag  was  fired  upon  at  Fort  Sumter.  He 
‘  immediately  espoused  the  cause  of  the  Union,  and  devoted  himself  to 
raising  soldiers  for  service  in  the  Union  armies.  Having  formed  no 
1  settled  political  views,  the  attempt  to  destroy  the  Union  identified  him 
at  once  with  the  Republican  party,  with  which  he  has  always  acted  and 
'  ;  voted.  He  was  appointed  by  Mr.  Lincoln  successively  Collector  for  the 
Second,  Fifth  and  Seventh  Collection  Districts  of  Kentucky,  and  was  at 
that  time  the  youngest  man  holding  that  office  in  the  United  States. 
!  When  Mr.  Lincoln  was  assassinated,  he  was  Collector  of  the  Seventh 
(or  Lexington)  District,  and  was  afterwards  —  September  1st,  1866  — 
removed  by  Andrew  Johnson  for  refusing  to  subscribe  to  the  “Johnson 
policy.”  He  then  resumed  the  practice  of  law  in  the  city  of  Lexington. 
In  September,  1870,  he  resigned  his  position  as  chairman  of  the  Seventh 
!  Congressional  District  Republican  Committee,  and  member  for  the  State 
!  at  large,  and  came  to  Kansas,  settling  at  Neosho  Falls,  the  then  county 
seat  of  Woodson  county.  In  January,  1871,  he  was  appointed  attorney 
j  of  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  Company  for  the  State  of 
j  Kansas,  to  succeed  Messrs.  Ruggles  &  Plumb  (who  had  resigned),  and 
removed  to  Parsons,  Labette  county.  In  March,  1873,  he  resigned  that 
!  i  position,  and  devoted  himself  to  the  general  practice  of  the  law.  In 
1874 he  was  elected  Couuty  Attorney  of  Labette  county,  and  removed  to 
1  Oswego,  the  county  seat.  He  held  this  office  till  the  8th  day  of  January, 
1877,  when  he  qualified  as  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Kansas 
having  been  elected  November  7th,  1876. 

Geo.  W.  Martin,  State  Printer,  was  born  in  Hollidaysburg,  Pennsyl- 
j  vania,  June  30,  1841.  Began  an  apprenticeship  to  the  printing  business 
with  the  Hon.  John  Penn  Jones,  in  the  Hollidaysburg  Register  office, 
November  1,  1855;  removed  to  Kansas  in  March,  1857;  continued  his 
apprenticeship  in  the  National  Democrat  office  at  Lecompton,  concluding 
|  in  Philadelphia ;  inSeptember,  1861,  became  connected  with  the  Junction 
!  City  Union ;  was  postmaster  at  Junction  City  from  January  1, 1865,  to  Oc- 
]  tober  1,  1865;  was  Register  of  the  land  office  at  Junction  City  from 
!  I  April  1,  1865,  to  December  1,  1866;  in  1867  and  1868  was  Assistant  Asses- 
!  sor  of  Internal  Revenue;  reinstated  May  1,1869,  as  Register  of  the  land 
j  office,  serving  until  May  1,  1871  ;  in  October,  1872,  was  elected  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows;  was  elected  State  Printer 
in  January,  1873;  representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  1874;  reelected  State 
Printer  in  1875,  and  again  in  1877. 
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Orrin  T.  Welch,  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  was  born  in  Jeffer¬ 
son  county,  New  York,  December  3,  1835.  Engaged  in  farming  and 
teaching  school ;  removed  to  Michigan  in  September,  1855;  in  1863  was 
appointed  Commissioner  of  Enrollment  for  Second  Congressional  Dis¬ 
trict;  removed  to  Kansas  in  November,  1875,  settling  in  Topeka;  en¬ 
gaged  in  real  estate  and  insurance;  was  Mayor  of  Topeka  in  1868, 
reelected  in  1871,  and  again  in  1872;  appointed  Superintendent  of  In¬ 
surance  in  March,  1875. 

Hiram  T.  Beman,  Adjutant  General,  was  born  in  Attica,  New  York, 
August  22,  1827.  Engaged  in  mercantile  business;  removed  to  Kansas 
in  December,  1858,  settling  at  Lecompton;  removed  to  Topeka  in  May, 
1862;  in  1866  was  appointed  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  the  State; 
elected  County  Treasurer  of  Shawnee  county  in  1867,  and  reelected  in 
1869;  in  1872  became  connected  with  the  Commonwealth  newspaper; 
reappointed  Assistant  Adjutant  General  in  January,  1874;  appointed 
Adjutant  General  in  March,  1876. 

Alfred  Gray,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  was  born 
in  Evans,  Erie  county,  New  York,  December  4,  1830.  Came  to  Kansas 
in  March,  1857,  settling  at  Quindaro,  in  Wyandotte  county;  engaged  in 
farming;  was  first  Mayor  of  Quindaro;  was  County  Commissioner  of 
Leavenworth  county,  before  Wyandotte  was  created,  in  1858  and  1859; 
was  Chief  Clerk  of  the  last  Territorial  Legislature,  in  1861;  member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  first  State  Legislature,  in  1861 ;  in  March, 
1862,  commissioned  Quartermaster  of  the  Fourth  Kansas  Regiment; 
transferred  to  the  Fifth;  became  Brigade  Quartermaster,  and  was  sub¬ 
sequently  assigned  by  General  Grant  to  Quartermaster  of  Division  at 
Vicksburg;  became  connected  with  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  in 
1866;  in  1870  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture; 
in  November,  1875,  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Cen¬ 
tennial  Managers,  and  was  made  Secretary  of  the  Board,  having  gen¬ 
eral  charge  of  the  Kansas  exhibition  at  Philadelphia,  in  1876. 


JUDICIAL  OFFICERS. 

Albert  H.  Horton,  Chief  Justice,  was  born  in  Orange  county,  New 
York,  March  12,  1837.  Was  educated  at  Farmers’  Hall  Academy, 
Goshen,  New  York,  and  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan  ;  read  law  with  Hon.  Joseph  Gott,  Goshen,  New  York,  and 
was  admitted  to  practice  law  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  at 
Brooklyn,  in  1859;  removed  to  Kansas  in  1859,  locating  in  Atchison  ;  in 
1860  appointed  city  attorney  of  Atchison,  and  elected  to  the  same  posi¬ 
tion  iu  1861;  in  September,  1861,  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Second 
Judicial  District,  and  twice  reelected,  resigning  in  1865,  and  entering 
upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  ;  in  1868  was  a  Presidential  Elector 
on  the  Republican  ticket;  in  May,  1869,  appointed  U.  S.  District  Attor¬ 
ney  for  Kansas  ;  resigned  in  July,  1873 ;  was  recommended  at  a  meeting 
of  the  State  bar  for  appointment  as  U.  S.  District  Judge;  November, 
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1873,  was  elected  Representative  to  the  Legislature;  in  November,  1876, 
was  elected  State  Senator;  January  1,  1877,  was  appointed  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  to  fill  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of 
Samuel  A.  Kingman. 

David  J.  Brewer,  Associate  Justice,  was  born  June  20,  1837,  at 
Smyrna,  Asia  Minor,  his  parents  being  at  that  time  missionaries  there  ; 
they  returned  shortly  after  his  birth.  Was  educated  in  Connecticut  ; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1856,  and  at  Albany  Law  School  in  1858 ; 
came  West  in  the  fall  of  1858,  and  settled  in  Leavenworth  in  the  fall 
of  1859;  in  1861  was  appointed  U.  S.  Commissioner;  in  1862  elected 
Judge  of  the  Probate  and  Criminal  Courts  in  Leavenworth  county  ;  in 
1864  elected  Judge  of  the  District  Court;  in  1868  elected  County  Attor¬ 
ney  of  Leavenworth  coirnty;  in  1870  elected  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  in  1876  was  reelected  to  the  same  position.  While  Judge 
of  the  District  Court  served  one  year  as  president  of  the  board  of  edu¬ 
cation,  and  three  years  as  superintendent  of  public  schools  of  Leaven¬ 
worth  city. 

Daniel  M.  Valentine,  Associate  Justice,  was  born  in  Shelby  county 
Ohio,  June  18, 1830.  Engaged  in  farming,  surveying  and  teaching  until 
1858,  when  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Winterset,  Iowa;  removed  to 
Kansas  in  July,  1859,  settling  in  Leavenworth;  in  1860  removed  to 
Franklin  county;  elected  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  1862;  in  1863  and  1864  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate;  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1864,  was  elected  Judge  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  District ;  was  elected 
Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  1868;  reelected  in  1874. 

Abram  Hammatt,  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  was  born  in  Penobscot 
county,  Maine,  May  19,  1844.  Entered  the  army  in  1863 ;  served  until 
1865;  read  law  in  Bangor,  and  was  admitted  to  practice;  removed  to 
Kansas  in  April,  1869,  settling  at  Ottawa,  Franklin  county ;  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  July,  1870. 

William  C.  Webb  was  born  April  21,  1S24,  at  Ridgebury,  Bradford 
county,  Pennsylvania.  In  1835  began  an  apprenticeship  to  the  printing 
business  at  Towanda  ;  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Wellsboro,  Pennsylvania, 
in  1851;  removed  to  Wisconsin  in  July,  1853;  held  the  offices  of  District 
Attorney,  County  Attorney,  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
several  years ;  removed  to  Kansas  in  August,  1866,  settling  at  Fort 
Scott;  in  1868  was  elected  County  Attorney  of  Bourbon  county;  in  1869 
was  elected  to  the  Legislature;  appointed  Judge  of  the  Eleventh  Judi¬ 
cial  District  in  1870 ;  resigned  as  Judge,  and  reelected  to  the  Legislature, 
1870;  appointed  Superintendent  of  Insurance  in  March,  1871;  appointed 
Reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  April,  1871 ;  removed  from  office  of 
Superintendent  of  Insurance  in  February,  1873,  for  having  voted  for 
Horace  Greeley  for  President. 

David  Dickinson,  State  Librarian,  was  born  in  Greene  county, 
Kentucky,  July  13,  1806.  Educated  at  New  Athens  Academy,  Greens- 
burg,  Kentucky ;  studied  law  in  Fredericksburg,  Virginia  ;  admitted  to 
practice  April,  1828,  and  practiced  at  intervals  for  several  years  ;  came 
to  Kansas  in  April,  1860,  settling  in  Jefferson  county;  was  appointed 
State  Librarian  in  March,  1870. 
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U.  S.  SENATORS. 


John  James  Ingalls,  of  Atchison,  was  born  at  Middletown,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  December  29, 1833.  Graduated  at  Williams  College,  Williamstown, 
Massachusetts,  in  the  class  of  1855 ;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1857 ;  removed  to  Kansas  in  October,  1858;  was  a  member  of  the 
Wyandotte  Constitutional  Convention  in  1859;  Secretary  of  the  Terri¬ 
torial  Council  in  1860 ;  Secretary  of  the  Senate  in  1861 ;  member  of  the 
State  Senate  of  Kansas  from  Atchison  county  in  1862;  editor  of  the 
Atchison  Champion  in  1863-’64,  and  ’65;  defeated  as  “anti-Lane”  candi¬ 
date  for  Lieutenant-Governor  in  1861,  and  again  in  1864;  has  since 
been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law;  was  elected  to  the  United  States 
Senate  as  a  Republican,  to  succeed  S.  C.  Pomeroy,  Republican,  and  took 
his  seat  March  4,  1873.  His  term  of  office  will  expire  March  3,  1879. 

Preston  B.  Plumb  was  born  in  Delaware  county,  Ohio,  October  12th, 
1837 ;  received  a  common-school  education.  At  the  age  of  twelve  he 
entered  upon  an  apprenticeship  at  the  printing  business  in  the  office 
of  the  Western  Episcopalian,  at,  Gambier,  Ohio.  In  1853,  in  connection 
with  J.  W.  Durable,  he  established  the  News,  at  Xenia,  Ohio.  He  came 
to  Kansas  June  19th,  1856;  settled  first  near  where  the  city  of  Saiina 
now  is;  was  foreman  of  the  Herald  of  Freedom  office,  at  Lawrence, 
during  the  winter  of  1856-57  ;  was  a  member  of  the  company  of  five 
gentlemen  which  laid  out  Emporia,  in  February,  1857,  and  established 
the  Emporia  News,  t lie  first  number  being  issued  June  6th,  1857 ;  took  a 
prominent  part  in  several  Free-State  Territorial  conventions,  advocat¬ 
ing  the  most  radical  measures  of  the  Anti-slavery  party;  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Leavenworth  Constitutional  Convention  in  1859;  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1861,  and  opened  a  law  office  in  Emporia,  having 
previously  attended  two  terms  at  the  Cleveland  (Ohio)  Law  School ; 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Kansas 
Legislature  in  1862,  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee; 
was  appointed  Reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  session  ;  in  August,  1862,  he  recruited  two  companies 
of  the  Eleventh  Kansas  Infantry,  and  was  mustered  into  the  army  as 
Second  Lieutenant  of  Company  C;  served  successively  as  Captain,  Major 
and  Lieutenant  Colonel  in  the  Eleventh  Regiment,  and  had  command 
the  greater  portion  of  its  term  of  service;  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Kansas  House  of  Representatives  in  1867  and%1868  —  the  first  term  as 
Speaker  of  the  House;  resumed  the  practice  of  law  in  1868,  and  con¬ 
tinued  it  till  the  fall  of  1872,  when  he  relinquished  the  profession  on 
account  of  ill-health ;  was  elected  President  of  the  Emporia  National 
Bank  in  January,  1873,  which  position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  elec¬ 
tion  to  the  United  States  Senate,  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  1877. 
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William  A.  Phillips,  of  Salina,  was  born  at  Paisley,  Scotland,  Jan¬ 
uary  14,  1826.  Immigrated  to  the  United  States  with  his  father  in  1838  ; 
practiced  law  and  edited  a  newspaper  until  1855 ;  came  to  Kansas  on  the 
staff  of  the  New  York  Tribune;  entered  the  Union  army  as  Major  in 
1861;  commanded  the  Indian  and  other  regiments  during  the  war  in 
the  West;  was  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature  of  Kansas;  was 
elected  to  the  Forty-third  Congress  from  the  First  District,  and  re¬ 
elected  to  the  Forty-fourth  and  the  Forty-fifth  Congress  as  a  Repub¬ 
lican. 

Dudley  C.  Haskell,  of  Lawrence,  was  born  in  Springfield,  Vermont, 
March  23,  1842 ;  his  parents  soon  after  removed  to  Massachusetts. 
Came  to  Kansas  from  North  Brookfield,  Massachusetts,  in  1855,  arriving 
at  Lawrence,  March  28th.  Settled  on  a  farm  adjoining  the  town  ;  went 
to  Colorado  in  1859;  came  back  and  entered  the  army  in  the  fall  of 
1861 ;  was  in  the  service  one  year,  as  a  master  of  transportation,  in  the 
quartermaster’s  department;  fitted  for  college  at  Easthampton,  Massa¬ 
chusetts;  entered  scientific  department  of  Yale  College,  for  a  special 
course;  completed  it  in  1865;  was  in  class  of  1867;  went  into  trade  in 
December,  1865,  in  Lawrence;  was  elected  to  House  of  Representatives 
for  session  of  1872,  again  elected  in  1875,  and  again  in  1876 ;  was  elected 
Speaker  of  the  House  at  the  session  of  1876.  Was  elected  as  Repre¬ 
sentative  in  the  Forty-fifth  Congress  from  the  Second  District,  as  a 
Republican,  in  November,  1876. 

Thomas  Ry^an,  of  Topeka,  was  born  in  Oxford,  New  York,  Novem¬ 
ber  25,1837.  Removed  in  infancy  to  Bedford  county,  Pennsylvania ; 
received  an  academic  education  at  Dickinson  Seminary,  Pennsylvania; 
was  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law  at  Towanda,  Pennsylvania,  Sep¬ 
tember,  1861;  entered  the  army  as  a  lieutenant  in  the  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-first  Regiment  of  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry  in  August,  j 
1862  ;  mustered  out  of  service  as  captain,  on  account  of  wounds  received 
at  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness  in  August,  1864;  removed  to  Topeka, 
Kansas,  in  1865;  was  elected  County  Attorney  for  Shawnee  county, 
Kansas,  in  1866,  and  continued  to  hold  that  office  four  consecutive  terms; 
was  appointed  Assistant  United  States  Attorney  for  Kansas  in  1873, 
which  office  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  election  to  the  Forty-fiftb  Con¬ 
gress  from  the  Third  District,  November  7,  1876,  as  a  Republican,  re¬ 
ceiving  25,171  votes,  against  11,634  votes  for  S.  J.  Crawford,  Greenback 
Republican.

S.  S.  BENEDICT, 

( Twenty-third  District,  Wilson  County,) 

Of  Guilford,  was  born  in  Manchester,  Vermont,  November  9tli,  1844. 
Received  an  academic  education  at  Andover,  Mass.,  graduated  at  Wil¬ 
liams  College  in  the  class  of  1865;  was  connected  with  the  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  in  1866-7-8;  removed  to  Wilson  county,  Kansas,  in 
1868;  represented  that  county  in  the  House  in  1872,  1875  and  1876;  was 
elected  to  the  Senate  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

JOHN  T.  BRADLEY, 

( Twenty-ninth  District,  Morris,  Marion  and  Chase  Counties,) 

Of  Council  Grove,  Morris  county,  was  born  in  Galway,  Ireland,  June 
4th,  1842.  Removed  with  his  parents  to  Wisconsin  in  1848;  received  an 
academic  education;  enlisted  in  the  Eleventh  Wisconsin  in  1861,  and 
was  color  sergeant  of  the  regiment ;  was  transferred  to  the  Twenty- 
third  Wisconsin  ;  was  captured  at  Sabine  Cross  Roads,  Louisiana,  April 
8,  1864,  and  kept  a  prisoner  at  Camp  Tyler,  Texas,  till  the  close  of  the 
war;  received  a  complimentary  commission  as  captain  from  Governor 
Fairchild;  in  1865  entered  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  and  took  a 
scientific  and  law  course;  read  law  in  the  office  of  Col.  Wm.  F.  Vilas; 
in  1869  removed  to  Kansas ;  founded  the  Council  Grove  Eepublican  ;  en¬ 
gaged  in  various  newspaper  enterprises,  in  the  meantime  practicing  his 
profession  ;  was  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

CHANNING  .1.  BROWN, 

.  ( Thirty-first  District,  Marshall  County,) 

Of  Blue  Rapids,  was  born  in  Oakfield,  Genesee  county,  New  York, 
October  31,  1847.  Prepared  for  college  at  the  Genesee  Wesleyan  Semi¬ 
nary,  Lima,  New  York;  graduated  at  Hamilton  College  in  the  class  of 
1869;  in  the  fall  of  1869  joined  with  five  other  men  in  Genesee  county 
in  the  project  of  building  a  town  at  some  point  in  Kansas,  and  during 
the  following  winter  helped  organize  the  “  Genesee  Colony  ”  (afterwards 
the  Blue  Rapids  Town  Company);  settled  with  the  colony  on  the  site  of 
the  present  town  of  Blue  Rapids,  in  March,  1870;  was  secretary  of  the 
enterprise  during  the  two  years  covering  the  organization,  location, 
etc.  Mr.  Brown  read  law  at  Batavia,  N.  Y'.,  and  completed  his  legal 
studies  after  removing  to  Kansas  ;  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1875  ; 
was  elected  to  the  Senate  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

WILLIAM  J.  BUCHAN, 

(Eighth  District,  Wyandotte  County ,) 

Of  Wyandotte,  was  born  in  Ashland,  Ohio,  August  22,  1843.  Received 
a  common-school  education;  enlisted  in  1861  in  the  Forty-second  Ohio; 
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was  sergeant-major,  second  lieutenant  and  adjutant,  and  mustered  out 
as  captain;  planted  in  Tensas  parish,  Louisiana,  in  1866;  removed  to 
Wyandotte,  Kansas,  in  1867;  read  law  in  the  office  of  Bartlett  &  Hale;  I 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1871;  served  as  city  attorney  four  terms; 
j  was  elected  to  the  House  of  1873  and  of  1875 ;  was  elected  to  the  Senate 
in  1876,  being  the  second  Republican  Senator  ever  elected  from  Wyan¬ 
dotte  county. 

JOHN  C.  CARPENTER,

in  1855;  left  college  in  junior  year;  came  to  Kansas  Territory  in  1857, 
and  located  in  Allen  county;  returned  to  Pennsylvania  in  1859;  read 
law  with  H.  W.Weir,  Esq.,  now  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.;  entered  the  army  in 
'  1861,  as  second  lieutenant  of  Company  E,  67th  Pennsylvania  volunteers  ; 

1  was  promoted  to  captain  in  1862  ;  was  captured  en  route  to  Gettysburg, 
in  June,  1863;  was  a  prisoner  of  war  in  Libby  prison,  Richmond,  Va.,

Washington,  D.  C.;  was  in  the  engagement  at  Bolivar  Heights,  May  30, 

1862,  and  for  his  services  was  appointed  ordnance  officer  on  the  staff  of

followed  ;  was  twice  elected  Governor  under  the  Topeka  Constitution  of 
1855;  was  elected  first  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kansas  under  the  Wyan¬ 
dotte  Constitution;  has  served  many  years  as  Regent  of  the  State  Uni¬ 
versity  ;  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1872 ;  was  elected  to  the  Senate 
in  1874,  and  was  reelected  in  1876. 

ISAAC  0.  SAVAGE, 

( Thirty-third  District ,  Republic  and  Cloud  Counties ,) 

Of  Belleville,  Republic  county,  was  born  in  Cayuga,  New  York,  Sep¬ 
tember  30,  1833.  Received  a  common-school  education  ;  removed  to 
Lenawee  county,  Michigan,  in  1849;  held  various  county  and  municipal

Of  La  Cvgne,  was  born  in  Butler  county,  Ohio,  July  29,  1824.  Re¬ 
ceived  a  log-school-house  education  ;  was  brought  up  a  farmer  in  San¬ 
gamon  county,  Illinois;  was  Sheriff  of  De  Witt  county,  Illinois,  in  1860; 
enlisted  in  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventh  Illinois  Infantry,  and  was 
mustered  out  with  the  rank  of  first  .lieutenant  and  quartermaster; 
removed  to  Linn  county,  Kansas,  in  1865;  has  held  various  township 
offices;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

M.  T.  CAMPBELL, 

(Sixty-second  District ,  Shawnee  County,) 

Of  North  Topeka,  was  born  at  Bloomington,  Monroe  county,  Indiana, 
May  2,  1847.  In  1860  removed  with  his  parents  to  Atchison  county, 
Kansas;  in  1862  his  parents  returned  to  Indiana,  he  remaining  in  Kan¬ 
sas;  in  1865  he  was  engaged  in  freighting  across  the  Plains;  in  1866 
graduated  at  Eastman’s  Business  College  in  Poughkeepsie,  New  York; 
in  1867-68-69,  attended  Indiana  State  University,  and  graduated  with 
class  of  ’69  ;  graduated  also  in  the  law  school  at  the  same  place  in  1869 — 
Judge  Bieknell,  principal;  returned  to  Kansas  in  same  year,  and  read 
law  for  nearly  one  year  in  the  office  of  Hubbard  &  Glenn,  in  Atchison, 
where  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  —  Judge  Nathan  Price  on  the  bench; 
removed  to  Waterville,  Marshall  county,  in  1870,  and  to  Topeka  in  De¬ 
cember,  1872;  w'as  elected  member  of  the  board  of  education  in  Topeka 
in  1875,  and  to  the  House  of  Representatives  as  a  Republican  in  1876.

Of  Cherryvale,  was  born  in  Washburn,  Woodford  county,  Illinois, 
August  29,  1844.  Received  a  common-school  education  in  his  native 
county;  was  raised  a  farmer  until  he  was  eighteen  years  old;  was  then 
educated  as  a  druggist ;  removed  to  Kansas  in  1869;  located  at  Ladore, 
Neosho  county,  and  opened  a  drug  house  in  that  town,  and  one  at  Gales¬ 
burg,  in  the  same  county;  in  September,  1872,  he  opened  a  drug  house 
in  Cherryvale,  and  one  at  Winfield,  Cowley  county,  and  associated  in 
business  with  Mr.  Baldwin,  under  the  firm-name  of  Carson  &  Baldwin; 
is  now  engaged  in  the  drug,  hardware  and  farming  implement,  stock 
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and  grain  business  in  Montgomery  county,  and  is  associated  in  that 
business  with  Mr.  Bellchamber;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a 
Republican. 

W.  H.  CHASE, 

{Sixty-seventh  District,  Jackson  County ,) 

Of  Rossville,  was  born  iu  Aroostook  county,  Maine,  June  19,  1824. 
Received  a  common-school  education;  learned  the  house  carpenter’s 
trade;  removed  in  1852  to  Livingston  county,  New  York ;  was  engaged 
as  a  contractor  on  the  Missouri  Pacific  and  other  roads  in  1854;  exe¬ 
cuted,  with  his  partners,  railroad  work  in  New  York,  Canada  and  Mis¬ 
souri  to  the  amount  of  half  a  million  of  dollars;  removed  to  Jackson 
county,  Kansas,  in  1865;  has  since  been  engaged  in  farming  and  stock 
raising;  has  been  four  years  member  of  the  Board  of  County  Commis¬ 
sioners,  and  chairman  of  the  Board  two  years;  was  elected  to  the  House 
as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

E.  CLARK, 

{Twenty -second  District ,  Johnson  County,) 

Of  Gardner,  was  born  in  Huntington  county,  Pennsylvania,  March 
15,  1836.  Received  a  common-school  and  academic  education;  taught 
school  in  Union  county,  Ohio,  eight  years;  enlisted  in  1861  in  the 
Thirty -first  Ohio  Infantry,  and  was  mustered  out  as  captain,  July, 
1865;  was  wounded  twice  at  Resaca,  Georgia;  removed  to  Kansas  in 
1866;  located  in  Johnson  county;  has  since  followed  farming  as  an 
occupation;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

JOSEPH  CLARKE, 

{Eleventh  District ,  Leavenworth  County ,) 

Of  Leavenworth,  was  born  in  the  city  of  New  York,  March  8,  1835; 
received  a  common-school  education;  learned  the  printer’s  trade;  has 
worked  as  a  journeyman,  and  has  been  a  printer  and  publisher  all  his 
business  life;  came  to  Kansas  in  1859;  mined  in  Colorado  two  years; 
has  been  connected  with  the  Leavenworth  Times ,  Commercial,  and  Call; 
was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

J.  Y.  CLYMER, 

{One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth  District,  Reno  County ,) 

Of  Hutchinson,  was  born  in  Williamsburg,  Clermont  county,  Ohio, 
November  16,  1836.  Received  a  common-school  and  academic  education  ; 
passed  four  years  at  Antioch  College,  Ohio;  enlisted  in  1862  in  the  36th 
Indiana  Regiment,  as  a  private;  was  afterward  commissioned  as  captain 
in  the  156th  Indiana;  was  mustered  out  with  that  rank  in  1865;  renewed 
the  study  of  law  with  Smith  &  Lowe,  (the  latter  afterward  of  Kansas,) 
at  Cincinnati;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1867;  commenced  practice  in 
Newcastle,  Indiana;  removed  to  Kansas  in  December,  1872;  settled  at 
Hutchinson,  Reno  county ;  has  since  practiced  law;  was  elected  to  the 
House  in  1876  as  a  Republican.

31, 1821.  Received  a  common-school  education  in  Green  county,  Indiana, 
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and  Crawford  county,  Illinois;  was  raised  a  farmer,  and  learned  the  trade 
of  brickmaker;  removed  to  Green  county,  Indiana,  when  ten  years  of 
age,  and  lived  there  until  he  was  twenty-five  years  old;  removed  to 
McDonald  county,  Missouri,  in  1846,  and  lived  there  until  1861 ;  removed 
to  Bourbon  county,  Kansas,  in  1861;  enlisted  in  Company  F,  Twelfth 
Kansas  Infantry,  in  1863,  as  a  private,  and  served  two  years;  after  the 
close  of  the  war  he  removed  to  Lawrence  county,  Missouri;  removed 
to  Barbour  county,  Kansas,  in  1873;  has  held  the  office  of  township 
trustee  in  Barbour  county;  his  present  occupation  is  that  of  a  farmer;

Received  a  common-school  education;  was  raised  a  farmer;  en¬ 
listed  in  Company  D,  One  Hundred  and  Fourteenth  Illinois  Volunteer 
Infantry,  as  a  private,  September,  1862,  and  served  three  years;  was 
wounded  in  the  face  at  the  battle  of  Guntown,  Mississippi,  June  10, 
1864 ;  was  left  on  the  battle-field  and  taken  prisoner  by  the  Rebels,  aDd 
taken  to  Mobile  first,  where  he  stayed  two  months,  and  was  transferred 
from  there  to  Castle  Morgan;  was  exchanged  in  April,  1865,  and  mus¬

Received  a  common-school  education  at  Wal¬ 
lingford,  and  an  academic  education  at  the  Black  River  Academy  at 
Ludlow,  Vermont,  and  at  the  Leland  Seminary,  Townshend,  Vermont; 
read  law  in  the  office  of  D.  E.  Nicholson,  at  Wallingford,  for  two  years 
after  leaving  the  academy;  followed  the  profession  of  school-teaching 
for  twelve  years,  and  was  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  consta¬ 
ble  and  tax  collector  of  his  native  town  for  about  fourteen  years;  re¬ 
moved  to  Kansas  in  June,  1871,  and  located  at  Sedgwick  City,  Harvey 
county,  and  engaged  in  the  lumber  trade,  farming,  etc.,  and  is  president 
of  the  Citizens’  Savings  Bank  at  Sedgwick  City;  was  elected  to  the 
House  in  1876  as  a  Republican.

Of  Beloit,  was  born  in  Coshocton  county,  Ohio,  September  4,  1841. 
Was  educated  at  Newark,  Ohio,  high  school,  and  Muskingum  College, 
Ohio,  taking  a  partial  course  at  the  latter  institution  ;  studied  law  at

Newark,  Ohio,  with  Judge  Buckingum;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  by  the

Of  Garnett,  was  born  in  Jefferson  county,  Indiana,  October  30,  1S17. 
Received  a  common-school  education;  learned  the  saddler’s  trade  and 
carried  on  that  business  at  Russellville,  Indiana  ;  was  Sheriff  of  Owen 
county  in  1858;  removed  to  Anderson  county  in  1865  ;  engaged  in  farm¬ 
ing  and  stock  raising ;  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  in  Anderson 
county  eight  years;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

D.  H.  DANHAUER, 

{Sixtieth  District,  Osage  County ,) 

Of  Lyndon,  was  born  in  Muskingum  county,  Ohio,  January  7,  1831. 
Received  a  common-school  education;  learned  the  shoemaker’s  trade ; 
has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace;  enlisted  in  1862  in  the  One  Hundred 
and  Twenty-second  Ohio  as  a  private;  was  mustered  out  as  first  lieu¬ 
tenant  and  adjutant  at  the  close  of  the  war ;  returned  to  Ohio ;  removed 
to  Kansas  in  1871;  has  followed  farming;  was  elected  to-  the  House  in 
1876  as  a  Republican. 

J.  P.  DAVIS, 

{Seventieth  District ,  Brown  County,) 

Of  Hiawatha,  was  born  in  Ashtabula  county,  Ohio,  January  20,  1839. 
Received  a  common -school  education  in  that  county;  removed  to 
McDonough  county,  Illinois,  in  1855;  taught  school,  engaged  in  farm¬ 
ing,  and  in  the  handling  of  stock;  removed  to  Brown  county,  Kansas, 
in  1S73,  and  engaged  in  farming  and  stock  raising;  was  elected  as  Rep¬ 
resentative  from  that  county  to  the  House  in  1875rby  over  eleven  hun¬ 
dred  majority;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

ELI  DAVIS, 

{Twenty-ninth  District,  Miami  County ,) 

Was  born  in  Meiggs  county,  Ohio,  November  22,  1840.  Received  a 
common-school  education;  was  raised  a  farmer;  removed  from  Ohio  to 
Kansas  in  1870 ;  located  in  Miami  county ;  is  a  farmer  ;  has  held  various 
township  offices,  and  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1875,  and  reelected  as 
a  Republican  in  1876.

( Thirty-seventh  District ,  Bourbon  County ,) 

Of  .  Fort  Scott,  was  born  in  New  Albany,  Indiana,  November  4,  1842. 
Was  educated  at  Miami  University,  Ohio,  and  Hanover  College,  In¬ 
diana;  attended  law  lectures  at  Tubingen  University,  Wiirttemberg; 
read  law*  in  the  office  of  the  Hon.  M.  C.  Kerr,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
practice  of  law  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  United  States  District  Court 
of  Indiana,  June,  1867;  removed  to  Fort  Scott  March  14,  1869;  was 
elected  Probate  Judge  of  Bourbon  county,  November,  1870,  and  held  the 
same  office  till  January  9,  1877;  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Republi¬ 
can,  to  represent  the  city  of  Fort  Scott,  by  a  majority  of  177.

Received  a  common-school  education  at  that  place;  entered  the 
Illinois  College  at  Jacksonville  in  1848,  and  graduated  with  honors  in 
the  class  of  1852;  entered  the  Lane  Theological  Seminary  at  Walnut 
Hills,  Ohio,  in  1852,  where  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  was  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him  in  1855;  was  principal  of  the  seminary  at  New  Michi¬ 
gan,  Illinois,  for  one  year ;  then  took  the  pastorate  of  the  First

Removed  to  Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  and  from  thence  to  Linn 
county,  Kansas,  in  1854;  received  a  common-school  education;  was 
raised  a  farmer,  and  is  now  engaged  in  farming  and  stock  raising  ;  en¬ 
tered  the  army  September  1,  1861,  as  a  private  in  Company  E,  Sixth 
Kansas  Cavalry,  and  was  mustered  out  at  Fort  Leavenw'orth,  January  5, 
1865;  removed  to  Howard  county  in  1870;  was  chairman  of  the  County 
Central  Committee  for  five  years;  has  held  various  township  offices;  was 
elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican.

Removed  to  Grant  county,  Indiana,  when  quite  young;  re¬ 
ceived  a  common-school  education  ;  was  raised  as  a  farmer;  removed  to 
1  Polk  county,  Iowa,  in  1841,  and  engaged  in  farming;  enlisted  in  the 
army  January  1,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Twenty-ninth  Iowa 
Infantry;  was  with  General  Steele  at  the  battle  of  Saline,  Arkansas,

Received  an  academic  education  ;  taught 
school  in  his  native  county;  read  law  two  years;  removed  to  Franklin 
j  county,  Kansas,  in  April,  1857;  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  but  has  pros¬ 
ecuted  farming  as  his  principal  occupation  ;  was  Clerk  of  the  Territorial 
'  House  in  1859;  was  a  member  of  the  Territorial  Council  in  1860-61,  and 
a  member  of  the  first  State  Senate  in  1861,  and  was  elected  to  the  Sen¬ 
ate  again  in  1868;  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  in  1870;  was  a  member 
j  of  the  House  in  1875;  and  in  1876  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Repub- 
1  lican,  and  was  elected  Speaker  of  the  House  January  9,  1877;  February 
2,  resigned  as  Speaker,  because  of  ill-health.

1  Of  Chepstow,  was  born  in  Southampton  county,  Virginia,  October  22, 
1823.  Removed  in  early  youth  to  Stark  county,  Ohio,  where  he  received 
1  a  common-school  education  ;  was  engaged  in  the  mercantile  and  stock 
business  until  the  commencement  of  the  war;  removed  to  Kansas  in 
1868,  and  located  in  Washington  county,  and  engaged  in  farming;  has 
served  four  years  as  justice  of  the  peace  in  Washington  county;  was 
elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

ANDREW  F.  ELY, 

{Thirty -fourth  District ,  Linn  County ,) 

Of  Mound  City,  was  born  December  22,  1838,  in  Susquehanna  county, 
Pennsylvania.  Received  a  common-school  and  academic  education, 
when  he  read  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1860;  in  April,  1861, 
entered  the  Twelfth  Pennsylvania  Reserves,  and  was  the  first  three- 
years  volunteer  from  that  county ;  in  1863  was  examined  by  Gen.  Casey’s 
military  board,  and  received  a  commission  as  lieutenant  in  the  Eighth 
U.  S.  C.  T.;  he  took  part  in  the  Florida  and  Virginia  campaigns ;  at  the

was  captured  at  Brandy  Station,  and  confined  in  Libby  prison  and  Belle 
Isle  forty  days;  was  mustered  out  as  sergeant;  removed  to  Atchison 
1  county,  Kansas,  in  1865;  has  held  various  local  offices ;  was  elected  to 
the  House  as  a  Democrat  in  1876. 

W.  H.  FLETCHER, 

(Seventy-ninth,  District ,  Clay  County ,) 

Of  Clay  Center,  was  born  in  Cornish,  Sullivan  county,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  October  10,  1836.  Removed  to  Eden,  Vermont,  when  young,  and 
received  a  common-school  education  at  the  latter  place,  and  a  select- 
school  education  at  Cornish,  New  Hampshire;  was  raised  a  farmer;  en¬ 
listed  in  the  army  in  1861  as  a  private  in  company  G,  Second  Berdan’s 
United  States  Sharpshooters,  from  New  Hampshire;  passed  through  all 
the  grades  of  office  in  his  company  up  to  that  of  first  lieutenant;  was 
|  in  forty-seven  battles  and  skirmishes  during  the  war,  and  came  out 
without  being  captured  or  wounded ;  removed  to  Kansas  in  February, 
1866,  and  located  near  Clay  Center,  Clay  county,  and  engaged  in  the 
|  carpenter  business;  has  held  the  office  of  County  Clerk  of  Clay  county 
four  years,  that  of  Probate  Judge  a  little  over  two  years,  Register  of 
Deeds  two  years,  and  was  once  elected  Clerk  of  the  District  Court,  but 
did  not  qualify;  his  present  occupation  is  that  of  a  farmer  and  stock 
raiser ;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican.

Sheriff  of  Davis  county  in  1870,  and  was  reelected  in  1872;  served  as 
Deputy  United  States  Marshal  three  years ;  was  elected  to  the  House  in 
1876  as  a  Democrat.

Of  Medina,  was  born  in  Lycoming  county,  Pennsylvania,  March  11, 
1827.  Received  a  limited  common-school  education ;  enlisted  in  the 
Second  Pennsylvania,  and  served  in  Gen.  Scott’s  army  from  Vera  Cruz 
to  the  City  of  Mexico;  returned  to  Pennsylvania;  removed  to  Kansas 
in  1856;  was  a  member  of  the  first  State  Legislature;  served  as  captain 
in  the  Eleventh  Kansas;  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1866,  and 
elected  to  the  House  as  a  Republican  in  1876.

(Seventy-fourth  District,  Marshall  County,) 

Of  Marysville,  was  born  in  Lenawee  county,  Michigan,  November  13, 
1836.  Received  a  common-school  education  in  his  native  county;  was 
raised  a  farmer;  learned  the  trade  of  carpenter  and  joiner ;  removed  to 
Carroll  county,  Illinois,  in  1857;  worked  at  his  trade  in  Illinois;  re¬ 
moved  to  Kansas  in  1859,  and  located  in  Marshall  county  ;  worked  at 
his  trade  two  years;  engaged  in  freighting,  handling  stock  and  trading; 
at  the  present  time  is  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business,  as  manager 
of  the  Grange  store  in  Marysville ;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as 
a  Democrat.

Of  Highland,  was  born  in  Allegheny  county,  Pennsylvania,  April  7, 
1831.  Received  a  common-school  education ;  attended  Todd’s  academy 
at  Allegheny  City;  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  Eclectic  Medical 
College  at  Cincinnati  in  1852;  removed  to  Adrian,  Michigan,  and  com¬ 
menced  the  practice  of  medicine  in  1852;  removed  to  Doniphan  county, 
Kansas,  in  1856;  practiced  for  several  years,  and  afterwards  engaged  in 
business  as  a  trader  with  the  Osage  Indians  in  the  Indian  Territory, 
and  is  now  engaged  in  the  live-stock  and  farming  business ;  was  elected 
to  the  House  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 
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D.  B.  LONG, 

(One  Hundred  and  Thirteenth  District ,  Ellsworth  County,) 

Of  Ellsworth,  was  born  In  Pike  township,  Knox  county,  Ohio.  Was 
the  youngest  of  seven  sons;  in  1844  his  father  located  at  Huntington, 
Lorain  county,  Ohio,  where  he  now'  resides;  Mr.  Long  was  raised  on  a 
farm;  received  a  limited  school  education,  but  at  the  age  of  sixteen  he 
went  to  college  at  Oberlin,  Ohio,  where  he  remained  two  years  ;  on  the 
30th  of  August,  1862,  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-fourth  Ohio  Infantry  ;  served  as  first  sergeant  in  the  various  en¬

En¬ 
tered  the  service  on  July  29,  1862;  was  first  lieutenant  of  Company  E, 
One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth  Ohio  Volunteers ;  served  till  the  close  of  the 
war;  was  on  detached  service  as  assistant  topographical  engineer,  dis¬ 
trict  of  Tennessee,  until  promoted  captain  of  Company  A  of  his  regi¬ 
ment;  then,  by  order  of  Maj.  Gen.  Thomas,  was  assigned  to  duty  on 
the  staff  of  Maj.  Gen.  Milroy,  as  Inspector  General;  afterwards  served 
as  A.  D.  C.  and  A.  A.  A.  G.,  in  which  position  he  served  until  mustered 
out  at  Nashville,  June  25,  1865;  in  May,  1865,  was  commissioned  ‘by  the 
Secretary  of  War  Major  Third  Regiment  U.  S.  Colored  Cavalry,  but  the

Removed  to  Platte  county,  Missouri,  in  childhood;  received  a 
common-school  education;  removed  to  Leavenworth  county,  Kansas, 
in  1854;  engaged  in  farming;  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  and 
township  trustee  several  terms ;  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Demo¬ 
crat  in  1876;  has  always  voted  with  his  party  on  party  questions. 

M.  A.  PALMER, 

( Ninetieth  District,  Butler  County ,) 

Of  Eldorado,  was  born  in  Washington  county,  Ohio,  July  8,  1837. 
Received  a  common-school  education  in  Washington  county,  and  at¬ 
tended  the  graded  school  at  Marietta,  Ohio;  was  raised  a  farmer;  re¬ 
moved  to  Kansas  in  1857,  and  located  at  Topeka;  enlisted  in  Company 
A,  Fifth  Kansas  Cavalry,  as  a  private,  July  16,  1861 ;  was  taken  prisoner 
by  the  rebels  at  Black  River  Ferry,  Arkansas,  July  8, 1862,  and  taken  to 
Little  Rock,  where  he  was  kept  for  twenty-six  days,  and  then  exchanged  ; 
he  served  out  the  balance  of  his  three  years,  and,  after  he  was  mustered 
out,  located  in  Butler  county, and  engaged  in  farmingand  stock  raising; 
has  been  one  of  the  County  Commissioners  of  Butler  county  for  three 
years,  and  has  held  various  other  minor  offices  in  Butler  county;  was 
elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican.

Removed  to  Iowa  in  1857;  read  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar;  was 
married  at  Marion,  Linn  county,  Iowa;  was  orderly  sergeant  of  Com¬ 
pany  A,  Sixth  Iowa  volunteers,  Captain  H.  McNary,  the  first  company 
to  enter  the  service  from  Linn  county;  was  constable,  deputy  sheriff, 
and  justice  of  the  peace;  removed  to  Nodaway  county,  Missouri,  in 
1867;  was  County  Attorney  of  that  county;  came  to  Kansas  in  1871, 
and  has  resided  in  Jewell  county  since  February,  1872 ;  has  been  County 
Attorney  of  that  county  by  appointment;  was  Representative  from 
Jewell  county  in  1875,  and  was  reelected  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

HENRY  A.  PARSONS, 

{Seventy-first  District,  Brown  County ,) 

Of  Robinson,  was  born  in  Dearborn  county,  Indiana,  January  8,  1843. 
Received  a  common-school  and  academic  education;  entered  Franklin 
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College  in  1860,  and  graduated  at  Indiana  University  in  1864;  read  law 
with  Judge  Bicknell,  at  Bloomington;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1864; 
removed  to  Brown  county,  Kansas,  in  1870;  has  since  practiced  his  pro¬ 
fession  ;  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Democrat  in  1876,  running  300 
votes  ahead  of  his  ticket.  He  is  a  bachelor. 

HENRY  PERLEY, 

( Twenty-first  District ,  Johnson  County ,) 

Of  Spring  Hill,  was  born  in  Winchendon,  Worcester  county,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  October  3,  1820.  Received  an  academic  education  ;  engaged  in 
teaching;  removed  to  Illinois  in  1854;  was  engaged  in  farming  and  the 
nursery  business;  came  to  Kansas  in  the  spring  of  1869,  where  he  has 
followed  the  nursery  business  and  farming;  has  never  been  an  office- 
seeker,  and  has  held  no  office  till  he  was  elected  to  the  House  last  fall 
as  a  Republican. 

W.  H.  PIRKENTON, 

( One  Hundred  and  Sixth  District ,  Republic  County,) 

Of  Belleville,  was  born  in  Rush  county,  Indiana,  December  24,  1832. 
Received  an  academic  education  at  Newcastle.  Indiana;  studied  law  at 
Winfield,  Indiana,  in  the  law  office  of  Judge  D.  S.  Gooding,  in  1858-59, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  the  fall  of  1859;  enlisted  in  Company 
F  of  the  Fifth  Indiana  Cavalry  August  22,  1862,  as  a  private;  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  second  and  first  lieutenant  of  Company  G,  same  regiment, 
June  30,  1864;  participated  in  the  battles  of  Morris’s  Crossroads,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  Lookout  Mountain,  and  siege  of  Atlanta;  was  mustered  out  of 
the  service  at  Pulaski,  Tennessee,  June  27,  1865;  returned  to  Fortville, 
Hancock  county,  Indiana,  where  he  resumed  the  practice  of  law;  in

Of  Centralia,  was  born  in  Caroline,  Tompkins  county,  New  York, 
November  10,  1829.  After  leaving  the  district  school  he  took  a  course 
of  study  at  Ithaca  Academy,  and  subsequently  studied  two  years  at 
Whitestown  Theological  Seminary;  after  preaching  four  years  was 
attacked  with  hemorrhage  of  the  lungs,  which  compelled  him  to  relin¬ 
quish  his  profession  and  change  climate;  he  came  to  Centralia,  Kansas, 
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in  1862,  and  opened  a  farm,  since  which  time  —  with  the  exception  of 
four  years’  absence  with  his  family  in  Hillsdale,  Michigan,  while  his  . 
daughters  were  in  college  at  that  place  —  he  has  been  engaged  in  farm-  ! 
ing,  stock  raising  and  dairying,  making  a  specialty  of  the  latter,  having 
built  the  first  cheese  house  in  Nemaha  county ;  has  been  much  inter¬ 
ested  and  very  successful  in  horticulture;  has  seen  no  military  service, 
and  has  held  no  office  save  that  of  township  trustee  and  County  Super-  ;

( Twentieth  District ,  Johnson  County ,) 

Of  Stanley,  was  born  in  Lafayette  county,  Missouri,  June  28,  1842. 
Remained  there  until  he  was  eighteen,  and  received  a  common-school 
education  ;  graduated  at  Bethany  College,  Virginia ;  his  father  intended 
him  for  a  minister,  but  the  war  came  on,  and  congeniality,  mingled 
with  the  national  struggle,  directed  his  course  of  life  in  another  direc¬ 
tion  ;  he  came  to  Johnson  county,  Kansas,  in  August,  1870;  has  been 
engaged  in  the  business  of  farming  and  stock  raising  ever  since;  was 
elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Democrat. 

WILLIAM  ROE, 

( Twenty-third,  District ,  Douglas  County ,) 

Of  Vinland,  was  born  in  Yorkshire,  England,  January  6,  1831.  His 
parents  removed  to  Canada  in  the  year  of  his  birth;  received  a  com¬ 
mon-school  education;  was  brought  up  a  farmer;  removed  to  Spring- 
field,  Illinois,  in  1852;  engaged  in  farming;  removed  to  Douglas  county 
in  1855;  took  an  active  part  in  the  ranks  of  the  Free-State  party  during 
the  troubles;  was  in  Captain  Abbott’s  company,  at  Topeka,  at  the  time 
of  the  dispersal  of  the  Free-State  Legislature;  was  elected  to  the  House 
in  1873,  and  again  in  1876  —  both  times  as  a  Reformer. 

J.  N.  ROGERS 

( Eighty-seventh  District ,  Marion  County ,) 

Of  Marion  Centre,  was  born  in  Williams  county,  Ohio,  October  28, 
1841.  Received  a  common-school  education  ;  remained  there  until  1863, 
during  which  time  he  studied  medicine  in  the  office  of  Dr.  Bates,  at 
Columbus,  Ohio,  and  attended  the  medical  department  of  the  Michigan

WILLIAM  ROSS, 

(Ninety-third  District ,  Sedgwick  County.) 

Of  Clearwater,  was  born  in  Sterling,  Sterlingshire,  Scotland,  October  j 
15, 1830.  Received  a  common-school  education ;  emigrated  to  the  United 
States  in  1854;  located  at  West  Roxbury,  Massachusetts;  removed  to 
Massillon,  Ohio,  and  engaged  in  mining;  removed  to  Illinois  in  1857, 
and  engaged  in  mining  in  different  localities  until  1870,  when  he  re¬ 
moved  to  Sedgwick  county,  Kansas;  has  served  four  years  as  a  justice 
of  the  peace;  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 
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S.  W.  SMITH, 

(Forty-second  District,  Cherokee  County ,) 

Of  Columbus,  was  born  in  Harrodsburg,  Kentucky,  August  10,  1848. 
Received  a  common-school  education  ;  attended  the  Masonic  College  at 
La  Grange,  Kentucky,  three  years;  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits; 
removed  from  Kentucky  to  Kansas  City  in  1869,  and  engaged  in  the 
grocery  business;  removed  to  Columbus,  Kansas,  in  1869;  is  now  en¬ 
gaged  in  farming;  has  been  County  Commissioner  one  term,  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Board ;  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

E.  A.  SMITH, 

(Twenty-fifth  District,  Douglas  County,) 

Of  Lawrence,  was  born  in  Andover,  Windsor  county,  Vermont,  May  4, 
1833.  Received  a  common-school  education  in  Vermont  and  Wisconsin 
during  his  youth,  having  removed  to  Wisconsin  in  1840;  was  a  student 
at  Brockport  College,  Brockport,  New  York,  one  year;  also,  a  student  at 
Genesee  Wesleyan  College,  Lima,  New  York,  two  years,  finishing  his 
education  at  that  institution  ;  during  early  life  was  engaged  in  general 
mercantile  business,  and  removed  to  Kansas  in  1859,  locating  at  Law¬ 
rence,  and  was  associated  with  others  in  establishing  the  first  bank  of 
issue  in  Kansas  —  the  Lawrence  Bank;  went  to  Washington,  and  was 
clerk  in  the  Indian  Bureau  from  1861  to  1864;  was  cashier  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Lawrence  at  its  organization,  and  remained  as  such 
one  year;  kept  the  Eldridge  House,  in  Lawrence,  seven  years,  and  the 
Tefft  House,  Topeka,  one  year;  for  the  last  three  years  has  lived  on  his 
farm  near  Lawrence,  and,  in  connection  with  his  other  occupations, 
has  established  a  stock  farm,  and  confined  himself  to  the  breeding  of 
thoroughbred  trotting  horses  and  Jersey  cattle;  was  elected  to  the 
House  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

W.  W.  SMITH, 

(Seventy-fifth  District,  Marshall  County,) 

Of  Waterville,  was  born  in  Tariffville,  Hartford  county,  Connecticut, 
June  17,  1844.  Removed  with  his  parents  to  Danvers,  Essex  county, 
Massachusetts,  when  he  was  quite  young,  at  which  latter  place  he  re¬ 
ceived  a  common-school  education,  and  afterwards  read  law  in  the  office 
of  S.  S.  Ives,  in  Danvers;  he  enlisted  in  Co.  C,  Seventeenth  Massachu¬ 
setts  Volunteer  Infantry,  as  a  private ;  was  promoted  to  the  office  of  first 
lieutenant  of  his  company,  then  to  that  of  captain,  in  which  capacity

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October  18, 1843.  Received  a  common-school  education  at  South  Hiram ; 
removed  with  his  parents  to  Ebensburg,  Cambria  county,  Pennsylvania;  j 
was  raised  as  a  farmer  up  to  the  time  of  locating  at  Ebensburg ;  learned 
the  cooper’s  trade  at  the  last-named  place;  enlisted  in  Company  B, 
Nineteenth  United  States  Infantry,  October  9,  1861,  as  a  private;  was 
taken  prisoner  by  the  rebels  at  the  battle  of  Chiekamauga,  Georgia, 
September  20,  1863,  and  taken  to  the  Libby  prison,  and  confined  there 
three  months,  then  to  the  Danville  prison,  and  kept  there  six  months, 
and  from  there  he  was  taken  to  the  Andersonville  prison  pen,  and  kept 
there  ten  months,  and  paroled  on  the  19th  day  of  April,  I860,  and  mus¬ 
tered  out  of  service  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  June  2,  1865 ;  returned  to  his 
home  in  Pennsylvania,  and  resumed  work  at  his  trade,  which  he  fol¬ 
lowed  for  six  years,  and  was  then  appointed  as  foreman  at  the  Cambria 
Iron  Company’s  works,  at  Johnstown,  Pennsylvania,  which  situation  \ 
he  held  until  the  great  money  panic  in  1873 ;  he  then  removed  to  Kan¬ 
sas,  and  located  in  McPherson  county;  he  had  not  been  in  the  county  a 
year  before  he  was  elected  Representative  in  the  Legislature  of  1875; 
his  present  occupation  is  that  of  a  farmer ;  he  was  elected  in  1876  as  a 
Republican. 

E.  W.  SMITH, 

( One  Hundred  and  Tenth  District,  Smith  County,) 

Of  Salem,  was  born  June  12,  1843,  in  Belmont  county,  Ohio.  Lived 
there  for  twenty-six  years;  received  a  common-school  education;  en¬ 
listed,  July  26,  1862,  in  Company  E,  Ninety-eighth  Ohio  Infantry,  as  a 
private;  served  until  June  10,  1865,  in  that  capacity,  when  he  was  mus¬ 
tered  out  of  service,  at  Washington;  was  commissioned  second  lieuten¬ 
ant  by  Gov.  Brough,  but  was  never  mustered  in  as  such;  removed  to 
Chariton,  Iowa,  in  November,  1868;  remained  there  until  March,  1873, 
when  he  removed  to  Smith  county,  Kansas,  where  he  engaged  in  farm¬ 
ing,  and  has  remained  ever  since ;  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Repub- 
i  lican  in  1876.

{Fifty-first  District,  Neosho  County .) 

Of  Thayer,  was  born  in  Franklin  county,  Pennsylvania,  July  31, 1830. 
j  Removed  with  his  parents  to  Stark  county,  Ohio,  in  1834;  received  a 
{  common-school  education;  removed  to  Noble  county,  Indiana,  in  1850; 

|  removed  to  Neosho  county,  Kansas,  in  1870;  engaged  in  business  as  a 
j  farmer  and  stock  raiser;  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  as  a  Republican, 
from  the  Forty-ninth  District,  Neosho  county,  in  1875;  reelected  from 
said  district,  now  the  Fifty-first,  as  a  Republican,  in  1876. 

J.  J.  STEWART, 

{Thirty-fifth  District,  Bourbon  County ,) 

Of  Mill  Creek,  was  born  in  Miller  county,  Missouri,  March  31,  1840. 

His  parents  removed  to  the  vicinity  of  Springfield,  Missouri,  in  1842; 
received  a  common-school  education;  was  raised  a  farmer;  removed  to 
Bourbon  county,  Kansas,  in  1856;  enlisted  in  July,  1861,  in  the  Sixth 
Kansas  Cavalry,  and  afterward  served  as  captain  in  the  Bourbon  county 
battalion  of  Kansas  State  Militia;  has  held  various  township  offices; 
was  elected  to  the  House  in  1875,  and  reelected  in  1876  as  a  Republican.

( Tenth  District ,  Leavenworth  County ,) 

Of  Leavenworth,  was  born  in  Hartford  county,  Maryland,  July  29, 
1823.  Removed  to  Clark  county,  Ohio,  and  afterward  to  Union  county;

House  in  1875,  and  reelected  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

LEANDER  STILLWELL, 

{Fiftieth  District ,  Neosho  County ,) 

Of  Osage  Mission,  was  born  in  Jersey  county,  Illinois,  September  16, 
1843.  Received  a  limited  common-school  education;  enlisted  as  a  pri¬ 
vate  in  Company  D,  Sixty-first  Illinois  Infantry,  January  6, 1862;  reen¬ 
listed  as  a  veteran  volunteer  February  1,  1864;  served  to  the  end  of  the 
war,  and  was  mustered  out  as  second  lieutenant,  September  8,  1865 ; 
studied  law  at  the  Albany  Law  School  in  1866-67;  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  at  Albany,  New  York,  December  5,  1867;  came  to  Kansas  in  April, 
1868,  and  located  in  Neosho  county,  where  he  has  since  resided,  prac¬ 
ticing  law;  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Republican  in  1876.

Removed  to  Walton,  in  the  same  county,  when  but 
five  years  of  age;  received  a  common-school  education  at  Walton,  also 
an  academic  education  at  Franklin,  New  York;  was  raised  a  farmer; 
taught  school  four  years  in  New  Jersey;  removed  to  Kansas  in  1857, 
and  located  near  Manhattan,  Riley  county,  and  engaged  in  farming 
and  stock  raising;  enlisted  in  the  army  at  Leavenworth  in  the  fall  of 
1862,  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  Eleventh  Kansas  Cavalry,  but  was  dis¬ 
charged  on  account  of  sickness  early  in  1863;  has  held  various  town¬ 
ship  offices,  and  has  been  twice  elected  as  one  of  the  Commissioners  of- 
Riley  county,  and  was  elected  by  the  Board  as  its  chairman  ;  he  is  still 
engaged  in  farming  and  stock  growing ;  was  elected  to  the  House  in 
1876  as  a  Republican. 

GEORGE  STORCH, 

{Fourth  District ,  Atchison  County ,) 

Of  Atchison,  was  born  in  Bavaria,  Germany,  February  22,  1843.  Re¬ 
ceived  a  common-school  education ;  came  to  Hermann,  Missouri,  in  1854 ; 
engaged  in  farming;  removed  to  Kennekuk,  Kansas,  in  1859,  and  to 
Atchison  in  1867;  has  been  a  farmer,  merchant,  and  banker;  has  held 
the  offices  of  postmaster,  treasurer  of  the  board  of  education,  County 
Commissioner  two  terms,  (serving  as  chairman  one  term,)  member  of 
the  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Atchison,  and  president  thereof 
one  term,  and  a  member  of  the  city  council  in  1871,  and  president 
thereof;  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1865,  and  was  elected  to  the 
House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 
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W.  P.  TOMLINSON, 

( One  Hundred  and  Twenty -seventh  District ,  Rush  County ,) 

Of  Push  Center,  was  born  in  Berks  county,  Pennsylvania,  November 
15,  1838.  Received  a  common-school  and  academic  education  in  his  na¬ 
tive  county ;  was  raised  a  farmer ;  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  Tribune

county;  is  now  the  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Walnut  Valley  Standard , 
at  Rush  Center;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

ROBERT  TRACY, 

( Second  District ,  Doniphan  County ,) 

Of  Troy,  was  born  in  New  London,  Ralls  county,  Missouri,  October  20, 
1840.  Lived  in  Platte  and  Buchanan  counties,  Missouri ;  removed  to 
Doniphan  county,  Kansas,  in  1S55;  received  a  common-school  education ; 
learned  the  printer’s  trade  at  St.  Joseph,  Missouri ;  published  the  Elwood 
Press  and  Troy  Reporter;  enlisted  in  May,  1S61,  in  the  First  Kansas  In¬ 
fantry  as  a  private,  and  was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant ;  after  the  war 
returned  to  Doniphan  county;  served  four  years  and  three  months  as 
County  Treasurer ;  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

C,  F.  TRACEY, 

( Thirty-first  District ,  Miami  County ,) 

Of  New  Lancaster,  was  born  in  Marion  county,  Indiana,  September 
19, 1S39.  Received  a  common-school  education ;  was  brought  up  on  a 
farm;  held  several  township  offices  ;  removed  to  Hlinois,  and  in  1857  to 
Miami  county,  Kansas;  during  the  war  served  in  the  Missouri  State 
Militia,  and  afterwards  in  the  Fifteenth  Kansas  Cavalry;  was  elected  to 
the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

GEORGE  W.  VEALE, 

( Sixty-third  District,  Shawnee  County ,) 

Of  Topeka,  was  born  in  Davis  county,  Indiana,  May  20,  1834.  Re¬ 
ceived  a  common-school  education,  and  was  a  student  at  Wabash  Col¬ 
lege  two  years;  entered  a  store  as  a  clerk  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  and 
was  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  at  Evansville,  Indiana,  eight 
years;  removed  to  Wyandotte,  Kansas,  in  1857;  engaged  in  merchan¬ 
dising;  enlisted  in  May,  1861,  in  the  Fourth  Kansas;  was  mustered  in  as 
captain  ;  was  transferred  with  his  company  to  the  Sixth  Kansas  Cavalry, 
and  commissioned  as  Major;  was  mustered  out  as  Major  in  1864;  was 
commissioned  Colonel  of  the  Second  Kansas  State  Militia ;  served  in  the 
Price  raid,  and  took  part  in  the  battle  of  the  Blue ;  was  a  member  of 
the  Senate  in  1867-68,  and  of  the  House  in  1S71  and  1S73;  and  was 
elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 
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GEORGE  T.  WATKINS, 

{Sixty-sixth  District ,  Jackson  County ,) 

Of  Whiting,  was  born  in  Warner,  Merrimack  county,  New  Hampshire, 
November  4,  1820.  Received  a  common-school  and  academic  education; 
learned  the  trade  of  bookbinder  at  Lowell,  Massachusetts ;  was  clerk 
of  the  town  of  Warner  for  live  years;  was  a  merchant  at  Warner  for 
six  years ;  removed  to  southeast  Missouri  in  1859 ;  removed  to  Illinois 
in  1864,  and  thence  to  Jackson  county,  Kansas,  in  1869;  has  served  as 
County  Commissioner;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Repub¬ 
lican. 

LELAND  .7.  WEBB, 

{Eighty-eighth.  District,  Cowley  County,) 

Of  Winfield,  was  born  in  Ridgebury,  Bradford  county,  Pennsylvania, 
August  5,  1846.  Removed  to  Wisconsin  with  his  parents  when  quite 
young,  and  located  in  Waushara  county;  received  a  common-school 
education  in  that  county ;  learned  the  trade  of  printer  before  he  was 
fifteen  years  of  age ;  enlisted  in  the  army  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  and 
served  three  years  and  nine  months ;  after  the  close  of  the  war  he  re¬ 
turned  to  his  home  in  Wisconsin  and  followed  the  printing  business 
until  May,  1868;  removed  to  Kansas  in  1868,  and  located  at  Fort  Scott; 
j  read  law  in  the  office  with  his  father,  W.  C.  Webb,  until  December, 
1869,  when  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar;  removed  to  Columbus,  Chero¬ 
kee  county,  in  1870,  and  was  elected  the  first  mayor  of  that  city  in  the 
spring  of  1871;  removed  to  Winfield,  Cowley  county,  in  1871,  and  has 
resided  in  that  city  since  that  time,  and  has  been  engaged  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  his  profession  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  State  Central 
Committee  for  two  years;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Repub¬ 
lican.

{Thirteenth  District,  Leavenworth  County,) 

Of  Leavenworth,  was  born  in  Venice,  Cayuga  county,  New  York, 
February,  1831.  Has  practiced  law  since  1852;  removed  to  Leaven¬ 
worth  in  1859 ;  was  elected  to  the  House  as  a  Democrat  in  1876. 

GEORGE  L.  WHITE, 

{One  Hundred  and  Seventh  District,  Republic.  County,) 

Of  Seapo,  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Ohio,  September  1,  1833.  Re¬ 
ceived  a  common-school  education;  remained  there  until  1852,  when 
he  came  West;  returned  to  Cambridge,  Ohio,  in  1861;  recruited  Com¬ 
pany  B,  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-fifth  Ohio  Infantry  in  1864,  and  was 
mustered  into  the  service  as  first  lieutenant  of  the  same;  was  promoted 
to  captain  in  May,  1865;  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  in  September, 
1865,  at  Lexington,  Kentucky ;  returned  to  Cambridge,  Ohio,  where  he 
remained  until  May,  1870,  when  he  removed  to  Republic  county,  Kan¬ 
sas,  where  he  has  remained  as  a  stock  raiser  ever  since ;  was  elected  to 
the  Legislature  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

JOEL  WILLIS, 

{Sixteenth  District,  Leavenworth  County,) 

Of  Tonganoxie,  was  born  in  Brownsville,  Pennsylvania,  May  20, 1821. 
Received  a  common-school  education;  read  medicine  at  Brownsville; 
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commenced  practice  at  that  place  in  1842;  removed  to  Henry  county, 
Indiana,  in  1844;  practiced  there  three  years;  removed  to  Hennepin, 
Illinois;  crossed  the  plains  in  1849  to  California,  and  thence  to  Wash¬ 
ington  Territory;  was  Sheriff  of  Clark  county,  County  Assessor,  and 
member  of  the  second  Legislature  of  Washington  Territory;  removed 
to  Iowa  in  1855,  and  to  Chase  county,  Kansas,  in  1865 ;  was  County  As¬ 
sessor  one  year;  removed  to  Shawnee  Mission,  Johnson  county,  and 
had  charge  of  the  school  established  by  the  Friends  for  Indian  children ; 
removed  to  Cherokee  county  in  1869;  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits; 
removed  to  Tonganoxie,  Leavenworth  county,  in  1873 ;  was  elected  to 
the  House  as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

REUBEN  WILLIAMS, 

(One  Hundred  and  Twelfth  District,  Lincoln  County ,) 

Of  Pottersburgh,  was  born  in  Stark  county,  Ohio,  August  18,  1819. 
Received  a  limited  common-school  education ;  removed  in  youth  to 
Hancock  county,  Ohio,  and  afterward  to  Ottawa  county ;  removed  to 
Jackson  county,  Iowa,  in  1852;  held  several  local  offices;  removed  to 
Mercer  county,  Missouri,  in  1857 ;  returned  to  Ohio,  and  removed  from 
there  to  Lincoln  county,  Kansas,  in  1873;  is  and  always  has  been  a 
farmer;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a  Republican. 

BUTLER  WOOD, 

(Fifty-ninth  District,  Coffey  County,) 

Of  Leroy,  was  born  in  Owen  county,  Indiana,  January  3,  1848.  Re¬ 
ceived  a  common-school  education;  attended  the  Indiana  University 
for  three  years ;  remained  in  Indiana  until  the  fall  of  1870 ;  removed  to 
Coffey  county,  Kansas,  in  October,  1870;  has  been  engaged  in  farming 
and  stock  dealing  ever  since;  was  elected  to  the  House  in  1876  as  a 
Democrat  by  48  majority  in  a  strong  Republican  county. 

S.  N.  WOOD, 

(Eighty-sixth  District,  Chase  County ,) 

Of  Cottonwood  Falls,  was  born  at  Mt.  Gilead,  Morrow  county,  Ohio. 
In  1848  he  supported  Van  Buren ;  was  chairman  of  the  Free-Soil  com¬ 
mittee  of  Morrow  county;  in  1852  he  supported  John  P.  Hale;  in  1856 
he  was  at  Pittsburgh  at  the  organization  of  the  Republican  party ;  at 
Philadelphia  he  was  a  delegate  from  Kansas,  and  helped  to  nominate 
Fremont,  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  campaign  in  Indiana  and  Ohio ; 
in  1860  supported  Lincoln;  in  1864  did  notvote;  in  1868  supported  Grant; 
in  1872  supported  Greeley;  in  1876  supported  Hayes,  taking  an  active 
part  in  the  canvass  in  Colorado.  Col.  Wood  came  to  this  State  in  1854; 
settled  near  Lawrence ;  when  Lawrence  was  laid  out  he  moved  to  town, 
and  built  the  first  house  made  of  split  boards  and  timbers ;  ran  for  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Governor  in  1855,  and  received  248  votes  out  of  251,  but  was  beaten 
900  votes ;  was  a  member  of  the  Leavenworth  Constitutional  Convention 
from  the  city  of  Lawrence;  was  a  member  of  the  Territorial  Legislature 
in  1859  and  1861,  and  of  the  State  Senate  in  1861 ;  at  the  close  of  the  first 
session  went  into  the  army;  was  promoted  captain,  Major  and  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Colonel  of  the  Sixth  Missouri  Cavalry ;  resigned  in  1863 ;  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Kansas  Legislature  in  1864;  at  the  close  of  the  session  was 
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appointed  Brigadier  General  of  the  Kansas  State  Militia;  in  1866  was  a 
member  from  Chase  county,  but  broke  his  leg  in  New  Mexico,  and  was 
unable  to  take  his  seat ;  in  1867  was  in  the  State  Senate,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  session  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Ninth  Judicial  District;  in 
1868  went  to  Texas ;  in  1872  returned  to  Kansas,  and  was  beaten  for  the 
House  by  J.  W.  McWilliams;  in  1875  was  elected  County  Attorney  of 
Chase  county,  and  helped  carry  Chase  county  for  Cusey  and  reform ;  in 
1875  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  on  the  Reform  ticket ;  in  1876  nomi¬ 
nated  for  the  House  by  a  portion  of  the  Republicans  of  Chase  county, 
and  was  elected  by  only  five  votes;  February  7,  1877,  elected  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  to  fill  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Hon.  P.  P.  Elder. 

T.  B.  WOODARD, 

(Fifty-fifth  District ,  Wilson  County,) 

Of  Neodesha,  was  born  in  Lee  county,  Virginia,  November  22, 1836. 
Received  a  common-school  education ;  moved  to  DeWitt  county,  Illi¬ 
nois,  with  his  father  in  1839,  where  he  was  employed  in  a  store  until 
1855,  in  which  year  he  removed  to  Kansas,  settling  in  Douglas  county; 
was  a  member  of  the  Free-State  militia  during  the  border-ruffian 
struggles  of  1855-56;  went  to  southern  Kansas  in  1859,  and  became  an 
itinerant  preacher  of  the  M.  E.  Church;  was  ordained  in  1861;  after 
several  years  service  in  the  ministry  came  back  to  Douglas  county,  but 
j  in  1867  returned  to  the  southern  part  of  the  State  and  located  in  Wilson 
county  ;  was  elected  County  Superintendent  in  1868  ;  went  to  Califor¬ 
nia  in  1870,  but  returned  to  Wilson  county  within  a  year,  and  has  since 
resided  there  continuously,  practicing  medicine  in  addition  to  perform¬ 
ing  almost  regular  labor  as  a  local  minister ;  was  elected  to  the  House 
as  a  Republican  in  1876. 

R.  M.  WRIGHT, 

( One  Hundred  and  Twenty-second  District,  Ford  County.) 

Of  Fort  Dodge,  was  born  at  Bladensburg,  Prince  George  county, 

|  Maryland,  September  2,  1840.  Received  a  common-school  education 
in  his  native  county;  removed  to  Missouri  in  the  spring  of  1857;  re¬ 
moved  from  that  State  to  Colorado  in  the  spring  of  1859,  and  engaged 
in  mining  awhile;  then  engaged  in  farming;  returned  to  Missouri 
during  the  war,  and  for  one  year  was  a  member  of  the  Missouri  State 
Militia;  went  back  to  Colorado  in  1863,  and  remained  there  until  the 
spring  of  1867,  when  he  removed  to  western  Kansas  and  located  at  Fort 
Dodge,  and  has  remained  there  since  that  time ;  was  elected  from  Ford 
county  to  the  House  in  1875,  and  again  in  1876  to  the  House,  as  a  Repub¬ 
lican. 


Wirt  W.  Walton,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House,  was  born  in  the  usual 
way,  “of  poor  but  honest  parents,”  at  Scioto ville,  on  the  Scioto  river,  in 
Scioto  county,  Ohio,  May  21, 1852.  Raised  in  Lawrence,  near  Ironton; 
took  Greeley’s  advice  in  1866,  and  anchored  at  St.  Charles,  Missouri; 
educated  at  Missouri  State  University;  removed  to  Walton  township, 
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Labette  county,  Kansas,  1870 ;  Winfield,  Cowley  county,  1871 ;  County 
Surveyor  since  June  of  that  year;  elected  Journal  Clerk,  House  of 
Representatives,  1873  and  1876;  joined  “border  Indian  war”  1875 — 
didn’t  get  hurt;  a  base-ball  club  in  1876,  and  did;  editorially  connected 
with  the  Winfield  Courier,  and  deputy  postmaster  in  1875-76 ;  was  acting 
secretary  of  the  last  Republican  State  Convention,  and  unanimously 
elected  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  January  9, 1877. 

Ed.  W.  Waynant, -Assistant  Chief  Clerk,  was  born  in  Shady  Grove, 
Franklin  county,  Pennsylvania,  April  9,  1854.  Removed  to  Epworth, 
Dubuque  county.  Iowa,  in  1857;  to  Holton,  Jackson  county,  Kansas,  in 
1859;  to  Blue  Rapids,  Marshall  county,  in  1870;  served  three  years  as  a 
practical  telegraph  operator,  on  Central  Branch  Railroad;  entered 
Highland  University  in  1873,  and  left  the  same  in  1S76;  studying  law 
with  Messrs.  Guthrie  &  Brown,  of  Topeka,  at  the  present  time;  elected 
to  present  office  as  a  Republican,  January  10,  1877. 

J.  C.  Hebbard,  Journal  Clerk  of  the  House,  was  born  in  New  London 
county,  Connecticut,  November  16,  1830.  Engaged  in  farming  and 
school-teaching;  removed  to  Kansas,  May,  185S,  settling  in  Nemaha 
county;  was  a  candidate  for  Representative  to  the  State  Legislature  in 
1862,  but  defeated ;  was  the  first  County  Superintendent  of  Public  In¬ 
struction,  in  1859;  held  the  office  also  in  1861;  was  Clerk  of  the  District 
Court  from  March,  1861,  to  January,  1863;  was  County  Treasurer  from 
July,  1868,  to  July,  1872;  was  elected  Journal  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  January  10,  1877. 

James  J.  Chatham,  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  House,  was  born  at 
Terre  Haute,  Indiana,  October  21,  1848.  Parents  removed  to  Illinois 
when  he  was  five  years  old;  enlisted  in  the  Fifty-fourth  Regiment 
Illinois  Veteran  Volunteers,  as  drummer,  at  the  age  of  thirteen,  and 
in  1865  enlisted  in  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fourth  Regiment  as 
drummer;  after  the  war  served  an  apprenticeship  as  plasterer  and 
bricklayer;  educated  himself;  came  to  Kansas  in  the  spring  of  1869; 
started  the  Coffeyville  Courier  in  1873,  and  the  Daily  Courier  at  Inde¬ 
pendence  in  1875;  has  been  a  delegate  to  various  State  and  Congres¬ 
sional  conventions,  including  the  Congressional  Convention  at  Fort 
Scott  in  1S76;  was  elected  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  January  9,  1877. 
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
